The success which has crowned the efforts of our 
sister university has been wonderful, for in addition to now having 
an independent club, it has for three successive years captured the 
Haitian Memorial Trophy, symbolic, of the .senior eight-oarejd 
championship of Canada. 

There must be around McGill many men to whom the rowing 
game appeals, and there is every reason to belive that in a very 
few years McGill will have crews fine enough to compete with 
those of Varsity.

Within thc'lnsl thirty yens there 
has been « rovlvnl of drama which 
lu extent and far-reacliing. Import- 
ance has seldom it ever V>ecn par- 
alleled in the. whole history ct 111 - 
cratitre. Wo oi the TSngllsh-speti.lting 
world on the whole have cause to 
he proud of our part in the recent 
revival, for li«th in iiunntity nnd 
quality < ur drama compares very fa- 
vorably with that of any other eoun- 
irv, The work of such men us Ber- 
nard ïshHW, .lohn (iaJswoi-hy, Gran- 
.lie Darker, Sir Jiunca Hnrrie, J. 
M . Kynge, and numbers of others, 
hn-B placed 11.1 rifi"ht in the forefront 
of the. new drama. 

But ;f we have reason to congratu- 
late ourselves on our national drama, 
osijcolttlly its recent additions, there 
is one respect In which we can not 
icol mo well satisfied, and that Is In 
i.ur lack of theatrical organization. In 
thi* matter we are far behind Ger- 
many, with her fine system of muni- 
cipally Owned repertory theatres, and 
i Vance, also with her repertory 
theatres • ami her Comcdle Franoaipo. 
If. as l understand to bo the case, 
the company ct lite Mosfcow Art 
■ heatro, which is to visit Montreal 
in a fortnight, is under the patron- 
age and control of their govc .imcnt, 
we have something to learn from even 
Soviet ilusslu in this respect. We 
might also talic a lesson from the 
broad-mindedness of the same com- 
pany In having an Italian play in 
their repertory. 

This question of a national drama 
and a national theatre has occupied 
the attention of some of our loading 
men it' letters for somj time. Ber- 
nard Shaw, ever since the beginning 
of his career as a dramatic critic, has 
never ceased to give voice to his 
scorn of the type of ontcrtalntnent 
provided in the popular West Knd 
theatres. Henry Arthur Jones, at 
ilic end of the last and so late as the 
your 191- of the present century, ■de- 
livered numerous addresses on both 
sides of the Atlantic with the aim of 

• stirring up interest in the question. 
^ Jones' deplored the divorce from real 

.literature of drama of the type, pro- 
'clueod in our most popula' theatres. 

.us view it in im-peratnv that we 
get rid of the idou that drama is 
simply a form of popular amusement ; 

• ' drama, ho maintains, is -a far higher 

and more serious form of art than 
that. His advocacy of a National 
• Theatre was solely for the purpose of 
effecting the adequate production cf 
such plays as will bear the test of 
reading as well as the test of popu- 
lar success on the boards.

lie question is to be found in 
volume entitled 'The rsemplary 
Theatre," b'y Harley Granville Bar- 
ker: Granville Barker, as one of our 
. best playwrights and as one whe, 
with .Mr. Vedrenne in Ids manage- 
ment of the Court Theatre did more 
lor the promotion of the modern, in- 
tellectual drama in England than al- 
most any other single person, is en- 
titled to our respectful attention 
when he ventures to go into the sub- 
ject so thoroughly and comprehen- 
sively as he has done. "The Exem- 
plary Theatre' will well repay the 
reading of anyone who is interested 
in the question. Granville Barker 
looks lor a "larger collaboration" of 
the audience with the actors and dra- 
inatlst. He sees in the theatre the 
possibilities for a good educational 
force. His proposed "Theatre-school;" 
a pari of the exemplary theatre, 
would utilize the possibilities of act- 
ing as a meaiiH of leaching and would 
flhjo train competent actors and ac- 
tresses and thus render a. badly-neod- 
cd service to the present drama. 

Tiie idea of ?. National Theatre 
has made very slow progress in 
lingland, and is in bad repute in Am 
erica because of tin; failure of their 
„';tt;onal Theatre project in 19J:!. Be- 
fore we can have a successful Na- 
tional Theatre we must be taught to 
tnjoy ;;ood drama, and not to look 
upon the theatre as a place where 
jve go merely to he amused, Per- 
hapfi tiie most, practicable way of ef- 
fecting this ivill be the establishment 
of municipally owned theatres. This 
system lias worked admirably in Ger- 
- many, where it ensures the ctoady 
production of good drama, old and 
new, in any town of over fifty thou- 
sand inhabitants, The -number and 
variety of performances of Shake- 
spe.ore in one year In a compara- 
tively small German town would put 
to sh.-irne that of any English city two 
or three times the size, Relieved of 
rent and taxes, these theatres would 
in all probability pay their way 
v.Uhvut further subsidizing. They 
would still have to compete with 
movie theatres ami theatre* ivhero 
more vaudeville and the more sensa- 
tional drama v,.,re played, and this 
jvculd be good for them. It is a 
form of protection, no doubt, but 
.we are at lo*l coming lo see that 
complete laissez-faire, in an. os In 
other things, )„ ; , dangerous doc- 
trine. The establishment of goof 
mnnicipniiy. owned repertory thca- 
Vrcs in three or four of our largest

The author was n i-efugee from 
the VJoishevlki. and he fled across 
Mongolia to tho Pacific Occnn, "Tho 
oxperiences he recount.s took place 
mostly in Mongolia and partly in 
Russia. The element of Slavic 
realism is not absent, and for this 
season the story Is at least vivid. 
More than this, it is interesting. The 
more doubtful the happenings re- 
corded, the more entertaining they 
are to reed.
